BOSTON, May 11.—The largest verdict 
endered in this state in ten years in an 
ction brought to recover damages for 
ersonal injuries was found by the jury in 
he first session of the Suffolk county snpe- 
ior court this forenoon when Francis 
Daly of Lynn was awarded $35,000 for the 
oss of one leg. The suit was against the

HAVANA, May U.—It H officially an- 


nounced today that Friday last Admiral 
Xavarro In conformity with the petition 
of the prosecutor and sentence of the na- 
val tribunal approved and signed U>e sen- 
tences of death imposed upon A'fredo La- 
borde, Dr. Bedia, Wm. Kildea, John Mel- 
ton and Theodore Mata. The government, 
in view of high etate considerations, has 
referred the case to the supreme tribunal 
of war and marine. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—The Spanish 


government will not allow the blood- 
thirsty Weyler to shoot the American cit- 
izens captured aboard the Competitor,and 
the momentary danger of war seems to be 
averted. 


The state deprrtment today states that 


the Spanish government is to postpone 
the execution of the American citizens 
until the United State's views respecting 
the application of the treaty of 1795 and 
the protocol of 1877 are presented and con- 
sidered. This means a delay of some 
weeks and that the matter will be taken 
up by the United States and Spain and be 
made the subject of exchange of corre- 
spondence. Meanwhile the effect will be 
to allay excitement both in Spain and in 
the United States. 


The contention of the state department 


in insisting upon a retrial of the cases is 
irrespective of the protocol. The treaty 
of 1795 gives American prisoners certain 
privileges that were withheld by the 
Spanish court martial, notably they were 
obliged to rest their defense in the hands of 
Spanish officers, detailed for the purpose, 
who in all probability were not anxious to 
clear thorn. Also the prisoners were not 
accorded an opportunity to testify in their 
own behalf. 


The feeling against this country in Spain 


is very strong. The government organ, 
Imparcial, says to-day: "Th« United 
States intends to either wear out the pa- 
tience of Spain or themselves declare war. 
It is preferable to hasten events, as the 
inferiority of Spain will increase with 
time." 


England, too, is taking a lively interest 


in Cuban affairs and is naturally hostile to 
the United States. A fair sample of Lon 
don opinion appeared in the Olobe this 
afternoon. It says editorially speaking 
of the Cuban matter: "It's impossibii 
not to sympaathize with the Spanish 
ministry suddenly called to choose be 
tween the loss of Spain's best colony and 
war with a great power. In the event c 
war, European sympathy will be wholly 
with Spain. 
The action of American 


authorities in the Bermuda affair ha 
caused much irritation at Madrid. Th< 
Spaniards are apparently less accnstomec 
than ourselves to the vagaries of the di 
plomacy of shirtsleeves, although th 
pretentious arrogance at Washington be 
trays the indications of a spoiling for 
fight. We believe the true explanation 
of this meddling policy is a determination 
to render American commerce paramoun 
through the western hemisphere." 


Weyler Ready to <lnU. 


MADRID, May 11.—It is reported tha 


Captain General Weyler cables the Span 
ish government that it is impossible fo 
him to proceed with the war as he shoul 
as the Spanish authorities every momen 
are hampered by "the irritating meddlin 
of America in Cuban affairs."

VICKSBURG, Miss., May 11.—There bu 


>een a terrible accident on the river, ac- 
companied with large loss of life and 
property. The large tow boat, "Harry 
Brown," up-bound at 11.30 last night, and 
.wenty-Bve miles down the river, had her 
boilers explode and is a complete wreck. 
She sank immediately. Eleven white 
men were drowned three of whose bodies 
lave been recovered. 
The tow boat, Wash Honshell, brought 
he survivors and bodies to this city this 
morning. Captain John Kaine, second- 
engineer Lomey Pilot and Dan Kaine, 
who were severely injured are in the hos- 
pital. Among those lost, were First Mate 
Derby Fitzmorris, First Engineer Wm. 
Dougherty. The latter's body was re- 
covered. 


The "Harry Brown" was owned by W. 
i. Brown & Co., extensive oil operators! 
Pittsburg. She was valued at $500,000, and 
was not insured. She was one of the larg- 
est tow-boats in the country. She h|td a 
crew of twenty-eight persons, mostly 
Pittsburghers.

Sheriff Godfrey remained outside, Sheriff 
Vlfllouey and Captain Dineen went imme- 
diately upstairs and Sheriffs Nash and 
F>s!i and Officer Jones took the first floor 
by storm. High Sheriff Wilson directed 
his attention to the bar room, which is lo- 
cated in the cellar and on the Vermont 
side of the house. 


Sheriff Maloney and Captain Dirieen 


took each a room up stairs. Both doors 
were locked and when entrance was 
effected the officers found a man and 
woman occupant in eauh room and in 
both instances scantily clothed. 
The 


persons in the rooms were Nellie Hastings 
md M. J. O'Hara of Adams and Maggie 
McDermott and Gilbert Sanlnier. They 
dressed and were escorted to the hacks 
waiting outside. Down stairs the scene 
resembled one of a small sized panic. 
When the officers entered the rooms there 
were about twenty young fellows present 
who, 
after glancing at the officers like 


caged rats for a moment, began to plan 
for escape. The rushing a"bout for a few 
moments was general and decidedly 
spirited. Some went through windows, 
and whether open or shut was not a con- 
sideration; between the officers legs and 
by the numerous doors in the spacious 
house they sought escape. Plenty of 
liberty with outdoor exercise never before 
seemed so much prized by them. When 
the round-up was completed the officers 
found they had captured six men and 
four girls. 


The sheriff in* the uar room was active 


while there and he reported the seizure of 
about $1000 worth of liquors. 


The proprietor of the house, Thomas 


Gooden, was arrested. 
He was taken 


before Judge Hall in Stamford shoitly 
after the arrest and his bail bond was 
fixed at $700. 
Frederick Paradise ol 


Stamford furnished the necessary amount 
and Gooden was released. 


The liquors were taken to the home of 


Deputy Sheriff Morrissey in Btamiord. 


The prisoners were put into hacks and 


brought to the police station, arriving 
here about 3.30 Sunday morning. The 
men at the house were Michael Lanyan, 
25, Timothy Higgins, 3Q, M. J. O'Hara, 22, 
of Adams, and Peter Cardinal, 22, Gilbert 
Saulnier, 22, and Edward McKenna of this 
city. The girls who were inmates of the 
place and who were arrested were May 
Davis, 28, Jeasie Brown, 32, Nellie Hast- 
ings, 19, Maggie McDertnott, 19. The girls 
took their arrest as a matter of no partic- 
ular consequence and passed the day at 
the station Sunday talking, laughing and 
smoking cigarettes. 
The men on the 


other hand considered themselves very 
unfortunate and their fate as being unusu- 
ally bard. Two were released on bail and 
their companions in quiet saw them de- 
part .with wistful eyes. 


In Court Today.

room at 9 o'clock this morning and were 
obliged to pass through a large crowd o 
men and boys who wanted to get a glimpse 
of the unfortunates. 
The girls sat near 


the open windows and were stared at from 
9 o'clock until after 12.30 o'clock by a 
crowd. 
The police did not exert them 


selves to clear the sidewalks of the aggre 
gallon of loafers at(l the sight was aboul 
•s disgusting as has been witnessed ia thii 
cHy.

About 12 o'clock the cases came up and 


all was attention.'

The stupendous loss of nearly a billion 


Bid a half dollars has fallen upon 
American farmers since the AlcKinley 
tariff period of 1891 and 1892. It takes 
no account of the shrinkage in the value 
01 the rice crop, of the crops of nursery- 
men, of seedsmen or of the enormous 
supply of farm truck from market gar- 
dens, or of our dairy products or hog 
products.

They know that 
they ueed a restoration of the McKinley 
tariff rates upon their own products and 
upon all other products and manufac- 
tures of the United States. Nothing less 
than this will restore to the farmer the 
conditions of 1890 to 1892 
The£ de- 


mand, they insist upon, and they will 
vote for next November a restoration of 
a tariff policy that will not give less 
protection to American farmers than 
the Mfeinley tariff did, because they 
want and are in need of a return to the 
McKinley protection period and its 
prosperity. They demand similar Ajner 
ican statesmanship. Nothing less will 
satisfy them.

APPEAL TO CONGRESS. 


Tbrmers Want Increased Protection ]Toi 


Their Bay. 


Farmers are appealing to congress fc* 


increased protection for their hay. Thou- 
sands of petitions have been in circula- 
tion iu the country in the past feW 
weeks, signed by hundreds of thousand! 
of farmers, asking congress to increase 
the duty on hay because of the enormous 
increase in the importations of hay, 
mostly from Canada, since the repeal of 
the McKmley law. The rate of duty on 
hay under the McKinley tariff was $4 
per ton. In the year following the enact- 
ment of that law the importations of 
hay dropped from 125,000 tons to 29,- 
000 tons. The Wilson law reduced the 
duty to $2 per ton and the result has 
been au enormous increase in the impor- 
tations of hay. 


The amount of hay brought into the 


country since the enactment of the Wil- 
son law has been more than double what 
it was in the1 corresponding length of 
time under the McKinley law. The offi- 
cial figures for the first 17 months of th» 
Wilsou law show a total importation ol 
878,860 tons of hay, against 140,088 
tons in the last 17 months of the McKin- 
ley law. This is an increase of 233,773 
tons. It will thus be seen that the im- 
portations under the new law by reason 
of the reduction in the tariff rates havo 
increased more than 130 per cent, and 
that'nearly $2,000,000, which would 
otherwise have gone to the farmers of 
the United States, have left the country 
for the benefit cf foreign farmers. 


The "Condition* That Prevails. 


The closing down of the print works 


in this city means a good deal to a con- 
siderable number of the inhabitants of 
Lowell, and taken in connection with 
the fact that the duty on priiit cloths 
t/as reduced more than 25 per cent by 
the Democratic tariff it makes a very 
tangible argument in favor of just pro- 
tection to American industries which 
nobody can fail to understand.

A Quarter of a Century'* British and Amer- 


, loan Commercial History—Uncle Sam 


' I<ioka John Ball at XCTery Step—Wlay Do 
' Englishmen Emigrate? 


The idea is being spread by the one- 


dies of the policy of protection that a 
free trade poliey hM proved to be an 
excellent thing for the United King- 
dom, hence that it must necessarily be 
good for the United States. They forgot 
that there are many different conditions 
in the two countries. British farmers 
have had enough experience of free 
trade, and BO have British manufactur- 
ers of cotton gocds, iron and steel ware, 
brooms and brushes, matches, mats, 
buttons and other things made on the

Let us grant, for the sake of argu- 


ment, that free trade has been a good 
thing for the United Kingdom. But let 
us seo if protection has not been a better 
thing for the United Statea 


From 184« to 1878, with the excep- 


tion of four different years, the balance 
of trade has been against the United 
States—our imports being larger than 
our exports. From 1876 to 1885, a 
period of 20 years, this was the case 
during only three years, our total ex- 
ports being $2,286,882,480 larger than 
our imports during the other 17 years, 
thn net excess of exports for the 1/0 
years being ?S, 186,861,868. 
During 


this game period, 1876 to 1895, British 
imports exceeded their exports by $17,- 
81G, 106, GOO. We thus have the follow- 
ing comparison:

British imports increased during the 


quarter of a ceutury at the rate of f 209,- 
218,000 a year. Ours increased at the 
rate of $271,229,000 a year. Therefore 
upon the free trade theory our larger an- 
nual increase of imports was more ad- 
vantageous to us than the smaller Brit- 
ish increase. In the matter of exports 
their annual increase was $ 127,626,000 
a year, as against our increase of $267,- 
810,,000 a year. Therefore, according to 
t^ie-policy of'protection, our export trade 
was more advantageous than tha't of 
England. 


But the real teet of trade lies in its 


extent according to population. Al- 
though an excessive import trade is, ac- 
cording to free trade theory, so wonder- 
fully beneficial, yet the British import 
trade'declined f 4.64 per capita during 
the quarter of a century, while ours in- 
creased by 19 cents per capita. The 
British export trade decreased by $2 per 
capita, tvhile ours decreased by 27 cents 
only "per capita. Had our export figures 
f6r 1892 been taken there would be an 
increase; not a decrease, in our percapi- 
t& of exports, British foreign trade ha, 
declined $6.54 jser capita of population 
under free trade since 1870; American 
foreign trade has practically held it 
own under protection. Now let us look 
at gome other statistics:

150,000,000 in the quarter of a century.

Another comparison shows that where 


there was an increase of 177,401 in the 
total number 6f hands employed in all 
Brltish'textlle' Industries from 1870 to 
1890, the increase Was 236,964 in thb 
United- States^—clearly showing tho 
more rapid progreis of our textile in- 
dustries under protection, the wages 
paid here having doubled in 20 years— 
from $86,868,191 a year in 1870 to 
$173,547,848 in 1890. 


.Plenty more comparisons could be 


instituted, bat these are sufficient to 
(how that if feeo trade has been a good 
policy for tho United Kingdom, then 
protection baa been a very much better 
policy for the United States. In conci- 
sion we might ask if tbia had not been 
the case, why JjBve-8,050,269 British 
immigrenta corns to the United States 
—28.59 percent of our total immigra- 
tion—becwesn 1870 and 1885?

Many People Thrown Ort of Work for 


Participating In May Day Demon-

Deoorated for Bravery. 


Berlin, May 10.—The temper which 


the dominant party in England dis- 
played in the British house of commons 
on Friday last has. excited intense in- 
dignation throughout Germany. The 
debate in the English parliament on 
the Transvaal situation was awaited 
here with probably ta keen interest 
as was popularly manifested in Eng- 
land, and the tone of the advices re- 
ceived here from London' created a 
feeling of expectation that Mr. Cham- 
berlain, the- British secretary of state 
for the colonial department, would 
freely and fully admit the guilt of Ce- 
cil Ehodes nnd announce the decision 
of the government to treat him and 
his accomplices as criminals. 
This 


having been the general feeling Ger- 
man official i and the press and the 
public as well were astounded upon 
reading the precis or the speech deliv- 
ered by Mr Chamberlain nhioh was 
tslegrapheu here from London where 
the coloninl secretary minimised the 
outrage upon international law which 
had been committed by Rhodes, and 
suggested that the English govern- 
ment had found reasons justifying 
their defending Rhodes, Sir Hercules 
Robinson, p-ovcrnor of the Cape Colony, 
and the others who were direct or in- 
direct accomplice* in the attack made 
upon the Transvaal. 


German Press Comment. 


The National Zeitnug, in an article 


published on Friday, contended that 
unless Mi. Chamberlain announced 
prompt and vigorous action on the 
part of the British government against 
Rhodes and his aiders and abettors 
England would lose prestige in the 
eyes of t!io world and Chamberlain 
would sho-.v himself in the light of an 
accomplice. 
The National Zeittrag's 


remarks, combined with the tenor of 
Mr. Chamberlain's speech, have re- 
vived reports that Chamberlain had 
guilty knowledge of Rhodes' designs, 
which he Joes not dare to disclose. The 
Vossische Zeitung ridicules Mr. Cham- 
berlain's professions of confidence in 
Sir Hercules Robinson and scoffs at the 
latter's pretended ignorance of Jame- 
son's intended raid. The paper then, 
goes on to praise the Transvaal gov- 
ernment for its foresight in demanding 
explanations from England of the 
gathering of British troops at Mate- 
king, and declares that full explana- 
tions mutt be made. Most of the Ger- 
man newspapers quote with approving 
comment-, from a communication from 
Johannesburg which has been issued 
by the Berlin All-Deutsche verbund, 
the pith of whioh is the statement that 
the Germans in the Transvaal are very 
bitter i against the English and are 
joining the Boers. 


Result of May Day Demonstrations. 
The observance of May day by the 


workinginen has resulted in a number 
of troubles between the employes and 
the employers. Fifteen metal working 
establishments in Berlin have locked 
out theii men for not working on that 
day, and the men have since declared a 
general strike of metal workers unless 
they are granted a nine hour working 
day and an increase of 25 per cent, in 
their wiiges. Three thousand instru- 
ment mrkers have gone out on strike 
and 3,000 other workers at that trade 
have remained at work in order to sup- 
port the strikers. The Hamburg cigar 
exporting firms have discharged all of 
their employes who did not work on 
the 1st inst., and labor disputes of this 
character arc general throughout the 
whole country. 


Decorated for Bravery. 


Lieut von Versen of the Prussian 


hussars whose mother was formerly 
Miss Clements of St. Louis, has been 
decorated by the emperor with his own 
hands v ith the Order of the Crown for 
bravcrj in rescuing a number of hig 
comrades from drowing upon the oc- 
casion of an accident on a pontoon 
bridge near Potsdam.

He is not a great man, 
M Spenker Reed is. He is not a trained 
and educated public man, as Senator 
Allison is.
